I had hoped tnat some other persons, 
whose words might conceivably carry 
more weight, couid have been induced 
to perform this somewhat invidious 
task, but as no one lias come forward 
to do so, 1 feel it my plain duty, as one 
who has the cause of temperance at 
heart, to make public the following 
facts: 1 do so because the temperance 
issue has been inj-cted into the Sena- 
torial and Governor's campaigns, and 
Gov Beckham and Judge I lager are ap 
pealing to the temperance voter's to 
s.upport them as their champion. Some 
time ago there were rumors cf a oer 
tain check, which, if genuine, calculat 
ed, I thought, to throw light on Gov 
Beckham and Mr Hager's sincerity on 
the temperance issue. 1 did not desire 
to act upon mere hearsay, and I did 
not wish to do Gov Beckham or Mr 
Hager an injustice. I therefore wrote 
Mr Hager a letter as follows: 

"Shelbyville. Ky., Oct. 15, lMt-Hoa 
S W Hager, Frankfort, Ky. Dear Sir: 
I am deeply interested as a citizen and 
a friend of the temperance cause in the 
issue of the approachiig primary, 
and as you are a candidate for the 
Governorship of the State and Gov J C 
W Beckham a candidate for the Unit 
ed States Senate, 1 reel it my duty to 
write to you concerning the following 
matters: It has been brought to my 
certain knowledge that in when 
you were chairman of Gov Beckham's 
campaign committee, a check was 
given you by Chas P Dehler on the Ger 
man Insurance Bunk of Louisville, and 
that you as chairman got the money 
thereon, which C F Dehler was then, 
and is now, secretary of the Brewers' 
Combine in Louisville, and also secre- 
tary of the Central Consumers' Com 
pmy,the organiz ition which manages 
the allied beer and whisky interests in 
theState. These are matters of my cer 
tain knowledge. It is alleged, however 
futher that this check was given you 
upon a distinct pledge given first by 
you, then confirmed by Gov Beckham 
himself, at the Tenth street depot in 
Louisville, that in consideration ihere 
of and certain other payments made 
by the liquor people, their interests 
would be safeguarded during Gov Beck 
ham's term of office, and in particular 
that the county unit bill should not be 
allowed to pass. 1 am also informed 
that the same Chas F . Dehler was ap- 
pointed by Gov Beckham as a colonel 
on his staff, and he is now serving as 
s ich, and later on received an addition 
al appointment as a commissioner of 
the Lakeland Asylum, Now, I desire 
you, Mr Hager. to state to me, in res- 
ponse thereto, if the check above refer 
red to was given you under the pledge 
herein stated, and whether the above 
facts are true, and if in any wise false, 
wherein are they false, as I do u )t de- 
sire to do you or Gov Beckham an in- 
justice in condemning you unheard. I 
shall be glad to hear from you within 
the next few days, at the close of which 
time I shall reel free to publish this 
letter, with whatever comments there 
on I may see tit to make. Very truly 
yours. H. D. C. MACLACliLAN " 



I received no answer from Judge Hag- 
er, but on the 17th of October leceived 
the following letter, signed "Sara W 
Mahan," his secretary: 

"Office of S W Hager, Candidate for 
Governor, Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 17 IMG- 
Rev II D C Maclachlan, Shelbyville. 
Ky., I am in receipt of your letter of 
the loth inst, addressed to Judge Hag- 
er. requesting that be advise you with* 
in three days concerning the assur 
ances which are purported to have been 
given by Judge Hager and Gov Beck- 
bam to Mr Chas P Dehler in exchange 
for contribution to the Democratic 
Campaign Committee in 1903, of which 
Judge Hager was Chairman. Judge is 
absent from the city and will not re- 
turn for several days. I have talked 
to him over the telephone in regard to 
ycur letter, and he bids me to say to 
you that he will not be home in time 
to answer your letter within the time 
mentioned therein, but to assure you 
that he never accepted any check upon 
bis pledge to any one, nor did be see 
Mr Dehler or anyone else at the Tenth 
street depot in Louisville and made a 
pledge of this or any other character. 
Upon his return here within the week 
he will answer your letter. SARAH 
W. MAHAN, Secretary." 

The failure to answer my letter by 
Judge Hager himself touching a mat- 
ter of such importance, and the evasive 
letter of his secretary, makes it 
It my duty as a Christian and a friend 
of the cause or temperance to now pub 
lisb the facts within my knowledge. I 
personally saw the check referred to; 
it is dated Louisville, Ky„ October 28, 
1903; given on the German Insurance 
Bank of Louisville. Ky., for $3 500, 
made payable to S W Hager, cbal man 
and signed Chas P Dehler; it was 
duly endorsed by chairman, aid 
paid through the Union National 
B ink of Louisville. Now Mr Chas P 
Delher Is secretary of the Brewc 

In Louisville and also of the

It is a matter or common knowledge 
that this pledge was kept and the unit 
bill held up until last Senatorial cam- 
paign. 1 also upon examination round 
it to be true that Chas F Dehler gave 
the check which was cashed by Mr Hag 
or at the Union National Bank ueces. 
sarily to be used tor campaign purpos 
es ror the benefit or Gov Beckham, 
who was then a candidate ror Gover 
nor, and Mr Hager, who was a candi- 
date ror Auditor in Ism:!: that said 
Dehler was appointed by Gov Beckham 
on his stair and is now serving, as such, 
and he was afterward app tinted by him 
as a commissioner of the Lakeland 
Asylum. This 13.500 whisky money 
was leceived by these, now alleged 
friends of temperance: they, the 
whisky people, do not give up their 
money without they receive proper 
pledges. 

Now, I am one or those who beleive 
that there should he honor aOMMg 
thieves and that a pledge Rive* to the 
whisky interests is as binding upon I 
man or honor as one given to a more 
righteous cause. I an farther of opin 
ion that one who will break faith with 
the liquor dealers will break it also 
with the Anti Saloon League whenever 
it is to his interest to do so. What the 
temperance people want is not trump- 
ed-up advocacies or their cause, but 
honest men in power. Shall the tern 
pjrance vote of this State be cast ror 
men who are not only proved corrupt, 
but raithlesslv corrupt - it is said that 
the election of Gov Beckham and Mr 
Hager will mean a victory for temper 
ance, because it will teach politicians, 
or this State lureafter to respect the 
temperance vote.

and the rain falling on the Circuit Court R< cm Floor, caos< s the ph 5- 
tering to fall from the ceiling of the lower offices, making them unsafe 
for occupancy. 

4th. The present state of the Circuit Court Room, it is mo'-t 

impossible to keep it comfortable for the hotting of Court at the March 

and November terms, of Circuit Court. 

5th. There are no suitable rooms for the petit jury in the Court 
House. 

6th. The Grand Juries of the two terms of Court last passed liave 
threatened to indict the County for not providing a more suitable, 
comfortable and sanitary place for the holding of Circuit Court. 

7th. The Grand Juries at the two terms of Court last pass- 
ed have by their written reports, after examining the condition of 
the Court House, recommended the repairing and overhauling the 
Court House. 

8th. The rate of taxation would not be raised and the people 
would pay no more taxes than they pay at the present time. 

9th. The repairing of the Court House was recommended by the 
Grand Jury of the two last terms of the Circuit Court, the Circuit 
Judge, Fiscal Court, County Judge, County Attorney, County 
Officers, Members of the Bar, and many of the prominent Business 
men of the County, aud by the Chairmen of the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties of Garrard County. 

ioth. The Building is needing the repairing, and the work cone 
now may save the expenditure of many thousand dollars a lew years 
hence. 

nth. The Financial condition of the County justifies the expend] 
ture of sufficient money to secure comfortable, neat, an-1 Sanitary 
building for the people and for the holding of Court. 

12th. The voting of the bonds for this purpose will be for the ben 
efit of every citizen of Garrard county: and remember your taxes will 
not be increased one cent. The only object of the vote is to authorize 
the bond issue.

By Its Use the Plant and Earth Can 
Be Removed Without Dis- 
turbing Roots. 

Some years ago I Wished to e-:tend 
our strawberry bed with the ne.vly- 
formed plants, and as the couJitions 
for transplanting in midsummer are 
not often favorable in central Kansas, 
where we then lived, I had to evolve 
a plan to move the soil with tho 
plants, says a writer in the Rural New 
Yorker. 

I had heavy tin cut in pieces i% by 
11 inches. I wanted a strong wire 
turned in along one side, but the tin- 
nev was wifliout the necessary ma- 
chine and the best he could do was 
to turn the edges over twice, thus con- 
siderably strengthening the top of the 
tool. With a block of wood 3% Inches 
square for a form the two ends of the 
tins were bent at right angles to the 
central part, thus forming three sides 
of a hollow cube. Armed with three 
dozen of these, garden trowel and a 
wheelbarrow, 1 proceeded to the 
patch. A tin with a good plant in the 
center was forced into the ground 
with the foot, the trowel inserted 
along the open sMe of the squs 
formed by the top of the tin and the 
tin containing the soli and plant wis 
I.fted am! placed in the barrow. P-o- 
ceeding unt'.l a full cargo was ob- 
tained th3 barrow was whee!ed to the 
plot previously prepared and the tins 
with the plants all set in their proper 
places. Then spreading the wings 
slightly the tins readily slipped out, 
leaving the plants set with roots not 
In the least exposed or disturbed. The 
work was rapidly done and with per- 
fect success even in sunny weather. 
The tins lasted several years and I 
used them for other small plants, as 
cabbage and tomato. If the soil is 
loose and not well held by the tin 
bend the wings nearer together, mak- 
ing the open site narrower.
